1. NATO EXPERTS' CAUCUS ON PRINCIPLES HAS DISCUSSED REFTEL 
LANGUAGE FOR PEACEFUL CHANGE WITH ALLIES EXPRESSING A CLEAR 
PREFERENCE FOR LANGUAGE TABLED BY USDEL LAST JULY 

(STATE 161424). EC-NINE REITERATED THEIR SUPPORT FOR 
US LANGUAGE. 

2. IN SUBSEQUENT PRIVATE CONVERSATION WITH USDEL, FRG 
REP REFLECTED POSITION TAKEN BY GENSCHER WITH GROMYKO 
(REF B), SAYING THAT HIS DELEGATION AT APPROPRIATE TIME 
WOULD RECALL FRG RESERVATION OF APRIL 5 (GENEVA 2201), 

AND INDICATE THAT FRG STILL PREFERS APRIL 5 PEACEFUL 
CHANGE LANGUAGE IN PRINCIPLE OF 

INVIOLABILITY OF FRONTIERS. FRG WILL EVENTUALLY CONCEDE 
THAT PEACEFUL CHANGE LANGUAGE COULD BE TRANSFERRED TO 
SOVEREIGN EQUALITY PRINCIPLE, PROVIDED PHRASEOLOGY IS AS 
TABLED BY USDEL LAST JULY. FRG REP SAID BONN REALIZES 
SOME FURTHER FALLBACK POSITION WILL PROBABLY BE REQUIRED, 
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BUT IS NOT YET PREPARED TO GO AS FAR AS SOVIET LANGUAGE 
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AS QUOTED IN REF A. DALE 
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
